To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
the  year  1959.  It  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions of  Ministry  of  Health  circular  1/60  dated  8th  January,  1960. 

In  October  1959,  Dr.  J.  F.  McCourt  resigned  and  I took  over 
my  duties  on  1st  February,  1960,  accordingly  it  is  only  possible  to 
comment  on  records  available  in  the  Department.  The  population 
rose  by  20  from  last  year’s  figure  of  35,120,  there  has  been  a fall  in 
the  birth  rate,  infant  death,  neo-natal  death,  maternal  and  general 
death  rates. 

The  tuberculosis  death  rate  and  the  case  mortality  per  1,000 
cases  have  fallen,  similarly  the  case  incidence  per  1,000  population 
show  a drop  from  1.5  in  1958  to  1.08  for  this  year.

While  the  change  in  rate  has  been  noticeable  from  year  to  year 
on  a few  occasions,  as  for  example  1953  and  1954,  in  general  the 
death  rate  has  tended  to  remain  steady  over  the  period. 

The  area  comparability  factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
for  deaths  for  1959  is  0.91.  So  that  while  the  crude  death  rate  for 
1959  is  13.63,  the  adjusted  rate  for  comparison  with  the  country  as 
a whole  is  12.4.

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SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

1.  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

The  County  Council  continues  to  provide  for  the  care  of  the 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  for  children  under  school  age 
under  Section  22  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  In 
addition  the  care  of  the  expectant  mother  is  undertaken  by  the 
family  doctor  and  the  maternity  unit  at  Redruth  Hospital.  Patients 
who  have  booked  hospital  beds  for  their  confinements  attend  the 
hospital  ante-natal  clinic,  and  patients  can  also  be  referred  to  these 
clinics  by  their  own  doctors  for  Consultant’s  opinion. 

Women  who  intend  to  have  their  babies  at  home  are  cared  for 
during  pregnancy  by  their  own  Medical  Practitioners  and  District 
Nurse/ Midwives.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  vital  importance  of 
adequate  and  continuous  ante-natal  care  throughout  pregnancy. 

Ante-natal  Clinics  are  held  by  the  Midwife  and  Health  Visitor 
at  Camborne  Community  Centre  and  Redruth  Health  Area  Office. 
These  are  mainly  educational,  and  instruction  is  given  in  the  course 
of  labour,  use  of  gas  and  air  analgesia,  relaxation  exercises  and 
mothercraft. 

The  infant  and  mother  are  looked  after  by  the  Midwife  after 
delivery  and  when  she  retires  from  the  case,  the  Health  Visitor  takes 
over.  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Camborne,  Redruth,  Illogan 
and  St.  Day.  Advice  is  given  by  the  Health  Visitor  on  infant  feeding 
and  general  upbringing  of  the  child.  Vaccination  and  immunisation 
are  recommended  at  the  appropriate  ages  and  these  may  be  carried 
out  by  the  family  doctor  or  the  clinic  Medical  Officer.  Opportunity 
is  also  taken  by  the  Health  visitor  at  these  clinics  to  give  short 
health  talks  on  a wide  variety  of  subjects. 

On  reaching  school  age,  the  supervision  of  the  child’s  health 
passes  to  the  care  of  the  School  Health  Service,  also  administered 
by  the  County  Council. 

2.  Home  Help  Service. 

This  most  valuable  service  is  administered  by  the  County 
Council.  It  provides  material  needs  for  many  patients  in  their  own 
homes,  especially  maternity  cases,  aged  and  infirm  persons  and  also 
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in  cases  of  general  illness,  including  tuberculosis.  Without  this 
service,  many  patients  would  find  it  necessary  to  go  into  hospital, 
as  adequate  care  would  not  be  provided  in  their  own  homes. 


3.  Home  Nursing  Service. 

In  households  where  illness  occurs,  the  Home  Nursing  Service 
plays  its  part.  This  service  again  renders  it  unnecessary  for  many 
patients  to  be  treated  in  hospital  and  it  also  permits  of  earlier 
discharge  of  patients  from  hospital  to  the  care  of  the  General 
Practitioners  and  District  Nurses.

Of  these,  the  great  majority  of  primary  immunisations  were 
carried  out  with  the  Triple  Antigen  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  and  the  majority  of  booster  doses  were  with 
diphtheria-tetanus  prophylactic,  or  diphtheria  alone. 

It  is  reckoned  that  60.36%  of  the  children  under  five  years  have 
been  immunised  against  this  disease  in  the  community.  The  overall 
percentage  immunised  against  diphtheria  is  in  the  region  of  63.45%.

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1959. 

It  was  decided  during  the  year  to  increase  the  number  of 
inspectors  employed  to  seven,  it  was  found,  however,  that  we  were 
unable  to  obtain  qualified  inspectors  to  implement  this  decision  in 
spite  of  numerous  advertisements  being  inserted  in  the  professional 
and  technical  journals.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of 
inspectors  employed  in  the  department  was  five,  and  it  was  found 
impossible  to  carry  out  fully  the  work  of  the  department  with  this 
staff.

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CAMBORNE-ILLOGAN  AREA. 


This  area  is  supplied  by  the  Camborne  Water  Company. 

The  rainfall  recorded  at  our  Boswyn  Station  was  51.16  inches. 
This  amount  although  slightly  above  the  average  was  registered 
mostly  during  the  winter  months.  The  summer  was  very  dry  and 
warm  and  although  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining 
supplies  no  restrictions  were  imposed. 

The  total  amount  of  water  supplied  was  343,000,000  gallons 
which  is  an  increase  of  approximately  21,000,000  gallons  over  the 
previous  year.  This  is  the  highest  annual  rise  in  consumption  yet 
recorded  and  is  no  doubt  attributable  to  the  exceptional  summer. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  at  our  Penponds  Station  was 
146,000,000  gallons,  an  amount  considerably  greater  than  has  ever 
been  pumped  before.  To  obtain  this  quantity  the  adit  supply  was 
augmented  with  water  from  the  Barripper  stream.  Temporary  filtra- 
tion and  treatment  plant  was  installed  to  treat  this  water. 

The  average  daily  consumption  was  920,000  gallons  giving  an 
average  per  head  of  population  of  40  gallons.  During  the  year  100 
samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  points  of  the  distribution 
system  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  reported  as 
being  satisfactory. 

The  raw  water  is  acid  in  reaction  and  is  therefore  treated 
with  lime  at  Boswyn  and  Penponds  and  with  silicate  of  soda  at 
Cargenwyn.  Further  methods  of  treatment  are  filtration,  micro- 
screening and  chlorination. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  work  no  service  mains  were  relaid  during 
the  year  but  this  work  will  be  re-started  early  in  1960. 

A 3"  main  was  laid  at  Troon  to  supply  the  new  housing  estate. 

A new  9"  pumping  main  was  laid  from  Penponds  to  Barripper 
and  work  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  on  the 
construction  of  the  new  pumping  station  at  Penponds.  This  will  deal 
with  the  adit  and  stream  waters.  Work  also  commenced  on  the  lay- 
ing of  a new  12"  trunk  main  to  supply  the  eastern  part  of  the 
Company’s  area. 

The  approximate  number  of  houses  in  the  area  supplied  by  the 
Company  are  7,1 10  and  the  estimated  number  of  persons  residing  in 
these  houses  is  22,000.  All  these  properties  are  connected  to  the 
mains  and  in  addition  five  houses  are  supplied  by  standpipe.

3 cwts.  2 qrs.  18  lbs. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  only  an  odd  case  of  localised 
tuberculosis  was  found  in  bovine  carcases.  There  is  no  great  overall 
decrease  in  the  percentage  of  cattle  affected  with  tuberculosis  as 
large  numbers  of  reactor  cattle  were  slaughtered  locally  during  the 
first  six  months  of  1959,  from  July  onwards  any  cases  of  tuberculosis 
found  in  the  slaughterhouses  were  immediately  notified  to  the 
Veterinary  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  at  Truro  for  “ follow-up  ” procedure. 

A large  number  of  uninspected  animals  continue  to  be  removed 
from  this  area  during  week-ends  despite  the  fact  that  6.30  a.m. 
inspection  is  made  on  Monday  mornings. 


4.  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958. 

Seventy-eight  slaughtermen  were  licensed  under  the  above  Act 
during  the  year.

This 
shows  an  increase  of  510  visits  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Although  this  improvement  is  gratifying  I shall  not  be  satisfied  until 
some  2,000  visits  are  made  annually  to  premises  where  food  is 
handled. 


7.  Slaughterhouses. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  re-licensing  of  slaughterhouses 
under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  was  commenced  early  in  the 
year.  Inspections  and  plans  were  made  of  all  the  licensed  slaughter- 
houses in  the  area  and  detailed  schedules  of  works  required  at  each 
premises  to  bring  them  up  to  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  new 
regulations  were  compiled.  Copies  of  these  schedules  were  forwarded 
to  the  individual  occupiers.  In  some  seven  cases  the  occupiers 
decided  not  to  bring  their  premises  up  to  the  required  standard,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  these  premises  ceased  to  be  used  as  slaughter- 
houses. During  the  year  the  Council  held  consultations  with 
interested  bodies  and  individuals  concerning  the  existing  and 
probable  future  requirements  of  the  Urban  District  for  slaughter- 
house facilities. 
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8,  Ice  Cream. 


Nineteen  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice  cream  during  1959.  This  brings  the  total  of  such  premises  now 
registered  in  the  area  to  169. 

Thirty-six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
upon  the  results  of  Methylene  Blue  Tests  were  graded  as  follows  : —
